Washington — W) — President Roo- 


sevelt asked congress today for an 
Immediate appropriation of $50,000,- 
000 to be spent largely for new 
airplanes in the administration's na- 
tional defense program. 


At a press conference the presi- 


dent; also revealed 
that 
United 


States Aircraft manufacturers had 
agreed, with the knowledge of this 
government, to supply France with 
an undesignated number of air- 
planes. He expressed the view that 
French orders would get idle Amer- 
ican factories under way before the 
American program gets started. 


He submitted the request for $50,- 


000,000 in a letter" to Speaker Bank- 
head which asked that the money 
be made available 
for expendi- 


ture during the remainder of the 
current fiscal year and through the 
year starting July 1. 


Mr, Roosevelt said the 
money 


v.-ould provide, in part, for the de- 
fense program he recommended to 
congress on Jan. 12. At that time 
he suggested a $300,000,000 army 
airplane procurement program and 
said 
approximately 
$50,000,000 


should be made available immedi- 
ately. Today's request for the air 
corps was $46,442,829. The adminis- 
tration said that would obtain 565 
new combat airplanes.

For forty years or more, ever 


since the idea of putting prisoners 
at the Wisconsin state prison at 
Waupun to work at something be- 
sides the rock-pile was inaugurated, 
state officials in charge of that and 
other penal institutions have had 
to defend themselves 
from 
the 


charge of unfair- competition with 
private business. Now it has begun 
all over again with the introduction 
of a bill by Senator Francis Yin- 
dra (D) of Manitowoc which would 
forbid the manufacture of office 
furniture and laboratory furniture 
by convict labor at Waupun. 


The issue boils down to this: Sen- 


ator Yindra, supported by the fur- 
niture manufacturers in his district 
in whose behalf he introduced the 
measure, contends that state manu- 
facture of industrial commodities 
at the prison, and particularly fur- 
niture, 
is 
undermining through 


means of tax funds those business- 
men who operate with their own 
money and pay the taxes. 


Need Employment 


To this charge the board of con- 


trol answers that useful, practical 
employment is a vital necessity in 
rehabilitative work at the prison, 
that the whole amount of goods 
manufactured yearly isn't an ap- 
preciable part of the production in 
those industries and consequently 
the competition is inconsequential, 
and that the commodities for -the 
most pi«t are sold only to govern- 
mental units so that any decrease in 
retail prices is ultimately reflected 
in savings to the taxpayers who 
support those governmental units. 


The state prison at Waupun now 


operates 17 manufacturing indus- 
tries, employing about 30 per cent 
of the total number of inmates, or 
something over 350 men. Manufac- 
tured articles include binder twine, 
the only article sold to the private 
consumer and then only in Wiscon- 
sin, license plates, metal office fur- 
niture, laboratory furniture, high- 
way signs and traffic markers, tin 
cans for canning 
the 
vegetable 


products of state farms, shoes for 
state and county institutions, cloth- 
ing for the same institutions, paint, 
and miscellaneous 
foundry prod- 


ucts. 


By statute the products of the 


prison are sold only to tax-sup- 
ported sub-divisions of Jhe state, 
and last year the total income from 
such sales was $349,000, according 
to a new report from the prison. 


Competition Claimed 


Senator Yindra a few days ago 


told a senate hearing committee 
that competition from the prison 
office furniture manufacturing in- 
dustry has hurt the sales of, three 
furniture manufacturers in his dis- 
trict, in Manitowoc, Two Rivers 
and Kewaunee, with the result that 
large numbers of men are now un- 
employed in those cities. 


"What is going to prevent the 


state prison from going into other 
lines of business, or of increasing 
production in the furniture busi- 
ness?" he demanded.

There is no Spanish debt owed in 
this country, nor Spanish bonds 
held here. 


Foreign investments in Spain in 


1935, the last year of peace, were

About 60 per cent of this invest- 
ment was French, 
representing 


aoldings in mines, shipping, indus- 
tries, and agricultural interests. 


The civil war virtually destroy- 


ed American commerce in Spain. 
During the decade prior to 1930. | 
the United States sold an average 
of more than $70.000.000 worth of 
goods in Spain annually. This 
dropped to $21,000,000 in 1936. $6.- 
000,000 in 1937 and rose to $11.- 
549.000 in 1938, largely because of

metal products. 


Telephone Losses 


The Spanish telephone system,

currencies is worse today than it 
has been for throe years. While it 
is true that America's foreign trade 
is a small percentage of the total na- 
tional income, it is also true that 
anything which unsettles a $5,000,- 
000,000 exchange of goods both ways 
across the Atlantic is a demoralizing 
influence. 


Some branches of trade, such as 


airplanes, are benefitting by 
the 


European preparations for war. but 
the prospect of depreciating units 
of currency can hardly be of imme- 
diate help to American producers 
whose prices for export will seem 
higher to European buyers or to

Washington—Apparently President Roosevelt wasn't fooling when, In 


his recent Jackson day address, he plainly told the Democrats that he 
wanted a liberal party and invited the conservative Democrats to fall into 
line or join the Republican tweedle-dums. 


Since the November election, Roosevelt's appointments have been dra- 


matically liberal, as if he has set out to flog the con- 
servatives in the party and to render them as unhappy 
as possible. He has made no attempt to placate them— 
rather the reverse, as the outcries of Tydings, Bailey 
and other hard-shell Democrats over Hopkins for 
secretary of commerce showed. 


His most provocative appointment is that of the big- 


boned left winger from Wisconsin, former Congress- 
man Thomas R. Amlic, who if he doesn't label him- 
self a socialist, is a fellow traveler with an unlimited 
pass to Utopia. Amlie has said that the capitalist sys- 
tem isn't worth saving. Just like that. So now he's 
going to be on the I.C.C. Perhaps. 


Democrats in the Wisconsin legislature—who are a 


conservative lot—led in the adoption of resolutions in 
both houses opposing confirmation of Amlie and the 
chances are that before the senate gets through with Raymond Clapper 
this appointment there will be a holy row. 


The vacancy on the I.C.C. under the law could not go to a Democrat. 


Instead of picking a Republican, Roosevelt went as far left as he could 
go.

ple of the contradictions that have 
to be resolved if'we are to have a 
clear policy is to be found in the 
position of Mr. Henry L. Stimson. 
He does not, of course, see eye to 
eye with Senator Nye on the the- 
ory of embargoes. But at the pres- 
ent time Mr. Stimson is advocating 
a policy of embargo against Japan 
in the Pacific and of lifting the em- 
bargo in favor of loyalist Spain in 
the Atlantic. 


Moreover, 
unless I am greatly 


mistaken, Mr. Stimson did not ob- 
ject to the Spanish embargo when 
it was laid two years ago, and prob- 
ably he favored it. For Mr. Stim- 
son believes in 
collective action 


and the embargo was laid in coop- 
eration with Mr. Anthony Eden in 
England and 
M. Leo Blum in 


France. 


I assume that Mr. Stimson was 


in favor of cooperation. For in Oc- 
tober, 1935, at 
the time of the 


-League's sanctions against Italy in 
the Ethiopian affair, he wrote in 
favor of giving the president the 
power to prohibit exports to Italy 
in order to cooperate 
with the 


League. In October, 1937, he wrote 
in favor of a collective 
embargo 


against Japan, and he still favors 
that. 


Now the Spanish 
embargo of 


January, 1937, was, though many 
have now forgotten the fact, an at- 
tempt on the part of the United 
States to cooperate with Britain 
and France in localizing the Span- 
ish war. The reason why congress 
was 
unanimous for the Spanish j 


embargo is that the isolationists; 


cnce, and by trying to carry on 
these policies at once, we get the 
disadvantages of all of them and 
r.one of the benefits of any one of 
them. 


If we try ,to have a policy in 


Spain on the theory that collective 
action is a failure, and a policy in 
the Far East on the theory that col- 
lective action will work, we shall, I 
very much fear, get ourselves in- 
to trouble in both the oceans at 
once. If at that late date, we lift 
the embargo on Spain, we shall an- 
tagonize not merely General Fran- 
co, the Italians and the Germans, 
but the British and the French 
governments as well; we shall be 
giving feeble and altogether inade- 
quate encouragement to the Loyal- 
ists, and we shall be creating com- 
plete confusion in whatever the 
British and French policy may be. 


And if on top of that we challenge 


Japan in the name of collective ac- 
tion, having just rebelled against 
collective action in Spain, we are 
likely to find ourselves trying to 
stop the Japanese in China by 
means sufficient to provoke them to

Deal With Oceans 


My own view'is that'in the world 


as it is today we can have no policy 
except in regard to those thing 
about which the nation isvprepared 
to go to war. Policies based on 
measures short of war can lead only 
to humiliation and failure in a time 
when so many great powers are pre 
pared to fight for what they want 
We san have no real policy, I think 
in China; we can have no real policy 
in Spain; we can have no real policy 
in central Europe. We do not in- 
tend to fight in those regions of the 
earth, and so the sooner we stop 
fighting among ourselves about the 
Chinese, the Spaniards and the cen- 
tral Europeans, the nrorc clearly we 
shall begin to sec our course in 
these difficult days. 


The vital points of our foreign 


policy lie not in *he interior of 
Europe and Asia, but in the two 
oceans that separate us from Europe 
and Asia. Our most vital interesl 
is that there shall never be in those 
two oceans a power or a combina- 
tion of powers capable of attacking 
us or of intimidating us. So we 
are vitally concerned with the de- 
velopment of Japanese naval power 
We should be vitally concerned 
if 


:he Germans and Italians broke 
;hrouj;h the French Army and the 
British Navy and established them- 
selves as naval and air powers in 
he Atlantic in alliance with the 
Japanese power in the Pacific. 


Our true national interest is to 


nsist that the strategic points of 
control in the Pacific and Atlantic 
are either in our r-.inds or in the 
lands of friendly powers that we 
can trust. That is, I believe, the 
working principle of an effective 
'oreign. policy in the 
world as it 


now is; whereas, many of the other 
hings we talk about are merely 
advertisements of our hopes and our 
oreferences. What we do should 
>e done for that reason, openly and 
vowedly. and not for sentiment. 
not for ideology, not for the sake 
f broken-down treaties, not for any 
heory about the causes of war. but 
imply and solely because that is 
he only way we can defend 
our 


>cacc.

Dishonest Papers Vastly 


Outnumbered by Good Oms 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


. New York—Repeatedly in his lectures on. the morality of the news- 
paper, given at the University of Notre Dame and published by the uni- 
versity. Richard Reid, the editor 'of The Bulletin, a Catholic publication, 
complains of sensationalism and salaciousness in American journalism. 
Sensationalism is a synonym for yellowness, and proof that yellowness 


is fading out of our press may be found in any public 
library which keeps old files. 


I write from hearsay, but I hope I-will not be seri- 


ously accused of bearing false witness in recalling an 
old folktale of the newspaper business to illustrate the 
point. It is said that back in the days when-we had 
papers that were really yellow one of them ran a 
huge head on page one reading "10,000 Dead!" and 
beneath it. in very small print, the sub-head "In 
Brooklyn Cemeteries," followed by a paragraph to the 
same effect 


But if news is sensational it is difficult to see how 


a paper can be asked to treat it otherwise. That need 
imply neither exaggeration nor fakery. 


Pegler 
- 
There was a little exchange of words on this point 


one night during the war when the first American troops entered the 
line and Major Frederick Palmer, the chief censor, issued orders that the 
stories of the correspondents must not be sensational, to which Bobby 
Small, the Associated Press man. replied that the story itself was the 
most sensational, from the standpoint of American interest, in all his 
experience. 
'- But I'am not trying to avoid the 
truth of the charge that some papers 
have been and still are guilty of 
overplaying sex stuff, particularly 
in pictures wherein the offenses.of 
sensationalism 
and 
salaciousness 


run together. Mr. Reid says such 
conduct is an abuse of the freedom 
of the press which "may become in 
public opinion such a danger to the 
morality of the nation that suppres- 
sing of that freedom will be con- 
sidered the lesser or the least of the 
evils." He sub-quotes John Tem- 
ple Graves, of the Birmingham 
Age-Herald, as saying that a free 
press is not a publisher's right, but 
his responsibility, and Arthur Hays 
Sulzberger. of the New York Times, 
as saying that this freedom is not 
given to the press but to the people. 
Editors Much More 
Insistent On Accuracy 


However, as Mr. Reid says, adver- 
tisling has improved in character, 
and although people 
nowadays 


speak more broadly and the print- 
ed matter likewise is bolder. 
I 


know from experience that editors 
are much more insistent on accur- 
acy. Therefore I believe there will 
be a trend toward, let us say. mod- 
esty or decency, to anticipate the 
resentment which he foresees. 
It is a question of taste as well as 


of morals. In conceding that adver- 
tising has improved in character he 
fails to account for the fact that 
nowadays papers publish and the 


people see without question draw- 
ings and (in the magazines) photo- 
graphs of shapely women modeling 
underwear which would have been 
considered shocking even in 
Ifte 


days when one prominent 
New 


York paper ran ads for prostitutes 
and brothels.' The popular boiling 
point seems to be higher, or perhaps 
it is that the people are so much 
more moral—or could it be 
that 


they are just blase? Yet. a photo- 
graph which passes without com- 
ment in an ad in a magazine, if 
played on Page 1 of a daily newspa- 
per on some pretext, would be of- 
fensive and would cause protests. 
Intent And Treatment 
Are Important Factors 


I suppose much depends on intent 
and treatment. In the ad the picture 
has a legitimate purpose, but its ap- 
pearance on Page 1 just for the 
purpose of dressing the page and 
selling papers would cause trouble. 
Perhaps that is one reason why such 
a thing just doesn't happen in that 
way. If we use such pictures in the 
news or feature space we find a 
reason, although pictures 
have 


been printed which no reason can 
justify in a press which rebelled 
against the strip-tease. 


But when Mr. Reid gives consid- 


eration to a state of public opinion 
which would abolish freedom of the 
press he entertains thoughts of a 
condition in which other liberties 
would be likely to vanish, too, in- 
cluding freedom of speech and re-

ligion. In countries where one dies 
they all die, and this remark that 
there is no authority to pass on the 
fitness of a journalist for a position 
in which he may contaminate souls 
is a reminder that neither is there 
any legal authority to pass on the 
qualifications of. men who claim to 
represent and speak in the name of 
God Almighty. 


There are clergymen, top. who 


have been guilty of sensationalism, 
misrepresentation and incitation to 
hatred, disorder and persecution, 
and while I grant that they are in 
the minorirty, I insist with equal 
vigor that indecent and dishonest 
papers also are vastly outnumbered 
by the good ones. I claim that the 
press of this country can look any 
other element in the eye.

DETAINERS ON WISCONSIN 


CRIMINALS 


A short time ago Wisconsin police au- 


thorities filed a detainer against an Al- 
catraz prisoner who was attempting to 
secure his release from prison. Although 
this outlaw, Brest by name, is serving 
several federal sentences the Wisconsin 
authorities are determined that when his 
release is finally obtained he must be 
brought back to Wisconsin to pay the 
penalty for a bank robbery committed 
nearly three years ago and from which 
he made a successful get-away. 


At about the same time the Green Bay 


police sharply and definitely refused to 
lift their detainer against a convict who 
calls himself Reynolds and has been serv- 
ing time at Joliet for the last six years 
for Illinois offenses but has not yet been 
punished for a crime of an atrocious na- 
ture at Green Bay in 1932 during which 
he shot a young woman apparently be- 
cause ugly at the small amount of money 
in the cash drawer which she tended and 
he was rifling. 


Instant and emphatic approval should 


be voted these police authorities who are 
determined that thugs who come into 
this state and commit vicious crimes must 
not go unwhipped of justice merely be- 
cause they have first been apprehended 
and punished elsewhere. 


This idea fits in perfectly with Wis- 


consin's tough record among the crawling 
creatures of the underworld. More than 
once have gangsters told how they were 
warned not to come into the Badger state 
because the usual methods employed else- 
where at unlocking prison gates were 
found to be worthless here. 


"Wisconsin has more than just cause to 


be proud of its record. But it must not 
forget that eternal vigilance is the price 
of safety as well as liberty, and that the 
record established some years ago will do 
no good next year unless it is maintained 
in all its original strength and power. 


We have had in Wisconsin a particu- 


larly high type of juror. We have had 
non-political judges. We have had gover-, 
nors and parole boards who could not be 
touched or influenced. It took a com- 
bination of these four elements to make 
the great record the state has made. 


And this record becomes all the more 


note-worthy when our proximity to Chi- 
cago, a particularly bad breeding point, 
is considered. 


The man at Alcatraz and the man at 


Joliet must be taught that Wisconsin is 
vindictive against those who invade the 
state for the commission of crime. Re- 
venge is always one of the factors in pun- 
ishing that brutal breed of miscreants 
who carry loaded guns to do their tasks. 
In the administration of justice the people 
have a perfect right to a smack of satis- 
faction when the authorities bring to the 
bar of justice and put behind the iron 
bars the lazy and egotistic rodents who 
threaten or jeopardize lives of-law-abiding 
citizens. 


The fact that these whelps of the un- 


derworld have been punished for offens- 
es committed in other states has nothing 
to do with Wisconsin's score against them. ' 
They must be punished for what they did 
here. 


For Wisconsin needs a two-edged rep- 


utation. It has established that it can 
detect and punish crime despite the maud- 
lin dish-water poured out to avoid con- 
viction and sentence. It should estab- 
lish in addition that it never forgets, that 
it will pursue vicious criminals relent- 
lessly and punish them justly but sub- 
stantially. 


SCIENCE SHOULD KNOW 


Score another victory for science.

ADEQUATE RELIEF FUNDS 


Indications arc that President Roosevelt 


and the New Dealers have used every 
ounce of their energy in the effort to have 
the Federal work relief appropriation re- 
stored to $875,000,000 originally asked by 
the President. The House and Senate ap- 
propriation committees have reported an 
appropriation of ^$725,000,000 which is a 
reduction of $150,000,000, 


It is doubtful if anyone knows what 


the figure should be, but it is not the 
amount to be voted that makes the battle 
in congress so important. The fact is that 
money for work relief has been poured out 
in almost unlimited amounts with never a 
question as to when, where, or how it was 
to be used. As a result there has been 
no thought of economy and no real striv- 
ing to meet a budget limit on the part 
of the WPA. Senators hearing the tes- 
timony of Harry Hopkins before his eleva- 
tion to the office of Secretary of Com- 
merce viewed exhibits showing the rapid 
rise in those employed on WPA just be- 
fore election in doubtful states, and the 
sudden decline of the number employed 
after election. It is not necessary to be 
"cynical" to borrow Mr. Hopkins' expres- 
sion, to believe that the rate of WPA 
employment in some states was more 
closely related to the needs of the can- 
didates than to the requirements of the 
needy. 


Further, one could easily believe that 


had the WPA funds been properly used 
there would now be need for less as a 
deficiency appropriation than the amount 
proposed by the congress. The charges 
by the New Dealers, that there will be 
great suffering if the congress does not 
provide the full amount asked, is met in 
the senate by providing that reductions 
in the relief rolls between now and April 
1 shall not exceed five per cent. 


Senator Adams who as chairman of 


the subcommittee on relief made a study 
of the needs, points out that a reduction 
in expenditure of as little as one dollar 
per person on WPA would permit the 
placing of 50,000 more on the rolls. There 
are ways in which the WPA can make 
out with less money and without suffer- 
ing for any of the needy. The action of 
the congressional 
committees if enacted 


into law will bring a challenge to the ad- 
ministration to meet the needs of relief 
in a more efficient manner. 


But the fact is that the New Dealers 


do not want to economize on a fund that 
is so useful in meeting the needs of poli- 
tics. They do not want to lose an un- 
limited fund that would be available for 
elections, for pressure on individual con- 
gressmen, and for building up appearances 
of prosperity. Above 
all they do not 


want congress to get the habit of exam- 
ining into the needs of relief and pro- 
viding for them adequately but not lav- 
ishly. No one should expect the New- 
Dealers to give up this plum without a 
fight 


Pain, suffering and starvation are pic- 


tured as the lot of the needy; charts in- 
dicating that the WPA dollar is the -sal- 
vation of the small businessman, and in 
fact all oLthe publicity tricks of the po- 
litical trade are being used to bring pres- 
sure on congress. But there is no need 
for great excitement on the part of the 
average citizen, or on the part of- those 
on relief. The nation's policy of taking 
care of the needy adequately does not 
hinge upon this appropriation. Whether 
congress or the president wins, the sum 
must be sufficient to care for the nation's 
unemployed, but when 
the decision is 


made by congress after honest investiga- 
tion and debate it is more likely to be a 
proper appropriation than if the recom- 
mendation of an interested bureau is ac- 
cepted without any questions being asked.

I have heard that the D'Oyly Carters are the 


only singers of Gilbert and Sullivan operas in 
the world who are privileged to use the original 
Sullivan scores, and that a large part of the 
company's success lies in this fact. Sullivan had 
a knack of scoring the shows so that voices and 
orchestras were blended; and his instrumenta- 
tion was simple—the simplicity of great art. 
Americans, who are "arrangement crazy," have 
never been able to resist the temptation to em- 
broider the Sullivan scores by using augmented 
orchestras and brilliant orchestral flourishes.

Fatigue of the mind and the nerve

ventional medical opinion, which traces 
mental illness for the most part to physi- 
cal impairments, and to sorrow and anx- 
iety, reflects the true causes.

the past "It is not the work, but the 
worry that makes the world grow old."

ernment alone, nor labor, nor un- 
steady dollars, nor war scares, nor 
consumer revolt, that caused the 
1937-1938 slump.

ported profits, the 400,000 smaller 
corporations important to industrial 
America were making thin profits 
or none at all. 


So the transfer from government 


spending to private spending fell 
short of success. Last year it w?s 
started all over again. 


Has Ideas For Improvement 


Slichter, although often critical 


of the policies of the present admin- 
istration, says the task of transfer- 
ring the prosperity to a private bas- 
is is primarily one for private bus- 
iness managers. They must test new 
methods. He says lowering prices 
offers limited relief because the 
price level of finished goods already 
is below the 1929 level. 


Boosting prices won't work, he 


adds, pointing out that while labor 
income increased during 1936-37, 
purchases of consumer goods did 
not increase correspondingly. 


Slichter advises that wages scales 


be revised to allow the business 
manager to lower costs and thus go 
after new business. Hosiery work- 
ers have cooperated notably, he 
said. He cites rail wage scales as 
obsolete, asserting that they .dis- 
courage railroad- managers 
from 


running faster, lighter trains. 


Railroads further are troubled, 


he said, by small blocs of security 
holders who hinder needed capital 
reorganizations. (There are moves 
afoot in Congress aimed at remedy- 
ing that.) 


His analysis also puts the bee on 


government to help encourage bus- 
iness. He advocates completion of 
utility industry reform, fairer rules 
of competition between public and 
private utility enterprises, and tax 
reforms.

SO WHEAT IS NOT WHEAT 
Just for fun, writes a mid-west 


miller, I am sending you two small 
samples of spring wheat,, both of 
which, I assure you, came through 
the thresher. "You say any wheat 
used for making any cereal food or 
for feed is wholesome healthful 
food as it comes from the thresher.) 


The sample marked "15.20 pro- 


tein" isn't fit even for a W. P. A. 
worker. The other, marked "13.80 
protein," is well balanced, fully ma- 
tured wheat from new ground and 
comes near being a complete food. 
It is the kind of wheat we grind 
into whole wheat flour which we 
guarantee will "keep" in our pack- 
aging for six months. (You say the 
germ of wheat doesn't keep long 
and that is one reason why millers 
do not supply whole wheat flour.) j 


Concerning the proportion of pro-; 


tein in wheat. (You say wheat con-! 
tains on the average 14 per cent 
protein.) Your figure isn't far from 
Lhe middle of the range, 6 per cent 
to 18 per cent, but the great bulk 
of every crop is below 14 per cent 
For instance, soft winter wheat 
from which crackers and cake are 
made tests from 6 per cent to 8 per 
cent protein. 


Compare the two samples of 


wheat I am sending you. and you 
will realize that the mere word 
"wheat," unless qualified, may mean 
almost anything nowadavs. (J. C. 
E.)

sample of wheat marked "48 Ib. D. 
N. 15.20 protein" makes a sad ap- i 


better chewing wheat than the 
"well 
balanced, 
fully 
matured 


wheat from new ground" which 
you consider a choice grade for 
grinding into whole wheat flour. 
The scrawny wheat makes better 
chewing because it contains a lar- 
ger proportion of gluten than the 
other. In fact. Colonel, this inferior 
for wheat is the best chewing wheat 
I have come across in a coon's age, 
and I'm always tesung wheat 
wherever I find any.

business has skyrocketed 25 per 
cent. Commodity prices, however, 
are slightly, below the June level 
and are at the lowest point since 
December, 1934.

Price Drop Help^ 


That we can have good business ] 


without rising prices may be a | 
new thought to the money tinkers j 
at Washington, but not to the his- 
torians. In fact rising prices may 
hold back, rather than speed up, 
prosperity. They often cause buy- 
ing ahead on speculation. Over- 
stocking means less orders 
and 
less factory activity later on with 
a resultant break in prices. This 
has been the case ever since 1932. 
Each vigorous upswing in busi- 
ness has been accompanied by a 
sensational mark-up in raw mater- 
ial quotations.

how stable prices help business: 
Right now payrolls 
are 
rising. 


dividend payments are better, and ! 
government money is pouring out.! 
With prices steady, this improve- j 
mcnt in consumer buying power, 
means that more Roods can be 
bought. This means that more or- 
ders will be received at factories 
and more money will go into pay 
envelopes — and around the cir- 
cle again. In the building field > 


particularly, stable costs will help. 
The construction outlook was just 
as promising in early 1936 as it is 
today, but too sharp a rise in costs 
killed the revival. 


Higher Living Costs 


Consequently, I am glad that raw 


material prices have sagged, rath- 
er than increased, since recovery 
started. This strengthens my be- 
lief that 1939 should see moderate 
price increases in many raw ma- 
terials. These gains will be carried 
through to retail price-tags. 
But 


I doubt if there will be any spec- 
tacular mark-ups such as occurred 
in past boomlets. 


I cannot agree with those people 


who arc bearish because commod- 
ity prices are not rising. They are 
merely following the 
long-term 


trend which history shows they 
always follow. The only question 
is inflation. If government spend- 
ing is not curbed, the nation is 
headed for some kind of inflation 
sooner or later. However, this is j 
not an immediate factor. For 1939. j 
readers can expect slightly higher, 
raw material prices and a mod- 
erate increase in their food, fuel,' 
clothing, and furniture bills.

Wanpftca — State Senator F. R. 


Fisher attended a mid-winter 
meeting of the Association of Com- 
merce at Hotel Delevan Tuesday 
evening, discussing briefly some 
of the measures which are to come 
before the legislature in the near 
future. After expressing his opin- 
ion «s to'the advisability of reduc- 
ing the license fee in cars under 
3,600 pound weight to $5 he stated 
that in questioning more than fif- 
ty persons on the subject he found 
they were 100 per cent in favor of 
the reduction. 


Two other measures to come be- 


fore the legislature may conflict 
with this reduction—that of the 
League of Municipalities to give 
to cities 42 per cent of the increase 
in gasoline tax to be used for ordi- 
nary street construction and that 
of the county boards of the state 
which propose a $3.000,000 appro- 
riation for dust proofing all county 
trunk roads. 


If the license fee is cut, Fisher 


stated, it would mean that avail- 
able funds for contraction, would 
not care for the 'statutory approp- 
riations and a deficit would result. 
Senator Fisher believes 
all 
the 


measures to be constructive al- 
though adjustment of other laws 
would have to follow. 


Senator Fisher estimates that on 


the 700 cars in Waupaca. if the 
license tax is cut. there will be a 
saving of approximately $5,000 to 
the community; however, if the 
League of Municipalities secures 
passage of the bill to give cities 
42 per cent of the increase of gaso- 
line 
collections.

Bidding Was 
Correct but

The several questions in the re- 


cent examination that involved cue 
bids brought out the fact that the 
bridge public at large is not too 
well versed in the philosophy arid 
technique of using this valuable 
convention. As almost every one 
knows, a cue bid in the opponents' 
suit is a bid of their suit which 
shows, or purports to show, first 
round control. That, however, is 
only part of the meaning of a cue 
bid. In addition to the control there 
is the further implication that the 
cue bidder has a very big hand. 
The reason for this is that a cue

the Valley Inn. Carl Christcnscn. 
artist and director of the Nccnah 
school of vocational and adult edu- 
cation, criticized the 
modernistic 


trend of art. 


Christensen said he didn't ap- j 


prove of the type of painting where- 
by "an artist takes a few 
lated sweeps of the brush 
vas. hangs its. the spectators not 
knowing what it's a:l about and in 
a few weeks even the artist doesn't 
know what he painted." 


The vocational 
school director 


gave what he called a brief and 
sketchy course in painting. 
He 


showed the Rotarians how painting 
is done, where the artist gets his 
inspiration as well AS the fine points 
of composition. 
• Christensen displayed 
and 
ex- 


plained the functions of instruments 
Tised in learning to paint, such as 
the glass slate and the camera 


Favors Schools 


Art colonies, the painter said, are 


places where professional as well 
as novice artists gather to work by 
themselves and without benefit of 
instructions. He pointed out that 
some artists believe in working 
out their own problems and that 
the invironment will take care of 
the incentive and other features not 
offered by schools. Christensen said 
he preferred the art schools for the 
beginners, for they have a definite 
course of study, making progress 
easier and more beneficial. 


Unlike the proponents of moder- 


nistic arts. Christensen 
said that 


mastery of drawing is the first es- 
sential of painting. Some artists 
don't feel that this type of accuracy 
is necessary. 


Subject matter is the important 


thing in painting, the artist said, 
and he disparaged the use of photo- 
graphs for models, advocating na- 
ture as the best model. "The artist's 
big problem is to know what to put 
into a picture and what to leave 
out" Christensen said, and he point- 
ed out that too much 
detail will 


spoil a painting. 


"Because art is an expression of 


feeling, a true artist can't use form- 
ulas or recipes." the 
vocational 


school director told the Rotarians. 
He also said. "To make your work 
live for posterity snd to be out- 
standing in fine arts, you must paint 
like no one else paints, you must 
tave something different"'

Money and Mints 


V— PAPER MONEY 


Twenty-two hundred years ago, 


the Romans began , to ' mint >ilver 
coins In a temple. on one of th'e 
hills of Rome. The temple had 
been built in honor of, the goddess 
Juno, and had the special 'name 
of "'Juno Moneta." ' 


The "Moneta" part of the name 


seems to have meant "warning" or 
"who 
gives 
warning."" We are 


not ' quite certain about the early 
meaning, but it is clear 'that' oiir 
word "money" came Irom "Mon- 
eta." 
In other words," present- 


day coins are known as money be- 
cause they happened - to be mint- 
ed in a certain temple long ago! 


There are .other lijtle "stories 


in words" which we might mention 
while 
speaking 
of mints and 


money. The Romans had another 
word for money, and it came 
from their name for cattle. This 
pointed to the time when Romans 
used cattle instead of coins to 
measure the value of things. 


The "fee" of doctors .and law- 


yers also goes back to cattle. The 
word "fee" grew out of an Anglo- 
Saxon word which meant cattle. 
Its history can be traced to the 
old languages of Germans, Norse- 
men and Dutch, and in each case 
it meant cattle or money. 


The Chinese seem to have been 


the inventors of paper 
money. 


When Marco Polo traveled 
in 


Cathay (that is. in China) six and 
a half centuries ago, he found that 
money in the form of paper was 
passing from hand to hand. 


At a later time in Europe, gold- 


smiths started the custom of writ- 
ing promises that they would pay 
a certain number of coins when 
asked to do so. These promises, 
written 
on paper, were paper 
money of a sort. 


Still later, the governments of 


nations in Europe began to print 
paper money. The money was a 
promise to pay. It was given the 
same power as metaF coins when 
laws made it "legal tender." This 
meant that anyone could pay a 
debt with paper money, the same 
as with coins. 


Unless a government has a great 
store of gold or silver in its treas- 
ury "to back it up," there is spe- 
cial danger of "inflation" when ex- 
tra-large amounts of paper money 
are printed. Germany and Russia 
are 
among the 
nations which 


found this out after the close of 
the World war. 


When I was in Munich in the 


summer of 1923. I was able to ob- 
tain 130,000 marks in exchange 
for a dollar. 
Leaving Munich I 


spent several days hiking in the I 
Black Forest. 
Then I went to a 


hotel, and said to the hotel keeper 
"I would like to change a few dol 
lars into German marks if you will 
give me the rate of 130.000 marks 
to the dollar." He said he woul( 
be glad to give me that rate, anc 
more — the value of a dollar had 
grown to more than a million 
marks! After I left Germany, the 
dollar came to be worth more than 
1,000.000.000.000 marks.
